Prospects of home building and wage 
reduction received an unexpected jolt 
last night when 150 delegates, repre- 
senting 15,000 carpenters in the Chi- 
cago Carpenters’ council, voted to de- 
mand their old scale of $1.25 an hour 
on May 1. 

This followed the enthusiastic meet- 
ing of the trades council Thursday 
night, when the chiefs unanimously 
agreed to submit the proposal of the 
contractors’ association for a 25 per 
cent cut in wages to a referendum of 
their membership. 

The 150 delegates who voted last 
night announced through Dan Galvin, 
secretary and treasurer, that all con- 
tractors dre to be notified at once of 
the decision. 

Split in Unions Threatened. 

There is divided opinion as to tho 
effect upon the workers themselves. 
It was said in some quarters that un. 


tatives is squarely backed by the work- 
men there is likelihood of a serious 
eplit in the organization. 

Thirty-five thousand building ‘trades 
workers are idle. Many of them, ac- 
cording to reports, want work badly 
enough to resist their present leader- 
ship. The vote last night does not 
necessarily indicate the mass senti- 
mane of the workers, it was said. The 
referendum agreed upon by the heads 
-efthe Chicago Building Trades council 
will follow regardless of last night's 
action.

The result of the referendum will be

Syracuse, N. ¥., April 2.—Dr. Heimes | 
Beckwith, educator, former army lieu- 
tenant, and California bank examiner, 
who shot and killed his superior, Dean 
John Herman Wharton, at Syracuse 
university this morning, and then com- 
mitted suicide, was probably insane as 
a result of chagrin over losing his posi- 
tion here, according to statements 
made by the authorities and Chance!- 
lor James R. Day of the university 
late tonight. 

That Beckwith had premeditated sui- 
cide has been clearly established, the 
instructor having left several letters 
showing his intention in that respect. 
At first it was believed that Dr. Whar- 
ton had been killed in an unsuccessfu!

but this theory has now been cast 


aside.

The 
system of assessing merchandise on 
the value in the principal markets of 
the countries of purchase has proved 
eminently satisfactory to both the gov- 
ernment and importers, 


“Danger exists of maniptiation and 
influencing’ of prices by business or- 
ganizations which may affect dis- 
astrously the revenue of the govern- 
ment. Want of uniformity of price 
in domestic markets will make for un- 
equal customs collections in different 
parts of the country on like merchan- 
dise.” 


The telegram of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce was along the 
same lines.

They 
agreed that as soon as Paddock learned 
to leave his holes faster, he would also 
come close to breaking the record for 
the century. 

“That man is the most natural 
sprinter I ever have seen,” said Jack 
Moakley, Cornell coach, who was se- 
lected to handle the American team 
in the Olympic games. 

The Californian is not what may 
be termed a graceful sprinter. He does 
net sprint with the smoothneS® of a 
Murchisan, Scholz, Drew, or Duffy. 
As soon as he leaves the mark, every 
muscle in his body is brought into play, 
and at times he wobbles so much as to 
make one believe he has difficulty stay- 
ing in his lane. 


Greatest Speed at Finish. 

He generally,setties down to a fast 
clip at the end of fifty yards, but in 
some unknown manner he cuts loose 
with a burst of speed in the final ten 
or twenty yards. It is this burst of 
speed which has enabled him to win 
races when he has appeared to be hope- 
lessly beaten, 

The California record breaker is a 
big man for a sprinter. He is built 
just the opposite of other great sprint- 
ers, such as Arthur Duffy, Howard 
Drew, Loren Murchison, or Jack 
Scholz. He is built more along the lines 
of Bill Hayes, the Notre Dame flier, 
who weighs about 185 pounds, and is 
proportioned accordingly. 

The furlong record has withstood at- 
tacks of sprinters ever, since Bernie 
Wefers stepped the distance in the 
world’s record time of :211-5 in 1896. 
Since that time it has been tied twice, 
“but no faster time was ever turned 
until Paddock’s performance. In 1919

Lumbermen’s Association Calls Upon 
Illinois Society of Architects 
to Investigate and Make Finding 
ublic 


The March issue of the monthly bulletin of the Illinois 
Society of Architects contained an article headed “Build- 
ing Material Cost,” which was reproduced in the Chicago 
press, and which stated that the “lumber manufacturers 
and dealers have called attention to the fact that the pres- 
ent retail prices on timber and lumber are about 50% be- 
low the peak of 1920, but they have neglected and failed 
to state what the present level of retail prices is compared 
to 1914. The following actual figures will tell the story.” 
Then followed certain comparative prices showing in- 
creases in 1921 over 1914, ranging from 100.5 per cent to 
150.4 per cent. 

The Lumbermen’s Association of Chicago felt it ther 
duty to the public, as weil as to themselves, to correct the 
statements made in the publication above rejerred to, 
which gave the public an entirely wrong conception of 
the facts regarding the retail price of lumber. It there- 
fore caused to be inserted in the public press under date 
ot March 21 an advertisement challenging the correctness 
of said article, and offering to pay $1,000 to any charity 
or other worthy cause, upon proof that the statements 
contained in said article were correct. Subsequently it° 
appealed to the Illinois Society-of Architects for an oppor- 
tunity to present the facts in the case to a committee of 
its directors, in order that the society might correct the 
published statements complained of. Various reagons be- 
ing assigned why such a course would be impracticable, 
it was agreed between the Illinois Society of Architects 
and the Lumbermen’s Association of Chicago that the 
controversy be submitted to arbitration and that~ Judge 
Jesse Holdom, Mr. James R. Noel, president of the Chi- 
cago .\ssociation of Commerce, and Mr. Henry K.: Hols- 
man, president of the [Illinois Chapter, American Institute 
ot Architects, should act as arbitrators. 

The Arbitration Committee required that the issues 
presented be joined in a written stipulation signed by both 
parties, but counsel for the two associations failed to agree 
upon such a stipulation. In order that the public may be 
conversant with the fairness of the Lumbermen’s position, 
we submit herewith the stipulation submitted by us: * 


“It is stipulated that the particular questions to be 
decided by this committee are as follows: ™ 

“First: Was the level of the retail price on March 9, 
1921, for lumber of the same kinds, grades, and quantity 
as specified for jobs Nos. 1, 2, 3 on pages one and two of 
the Ménthly Bulletin of the Illinois Society of Archi- 
tects for March, 1921 (a copy.attached hereto and made 
a part hereof), increased over the level 6f retail prices 
for 1914 by the percéntages set forth in said publication 
under the heading, ‘Per Cent of Increase’? 

“Second: Has there been an increase of 126% in the 
average retail price of the lumber specified for said jobs 
Nos. 1, 2, and 3 on pages one and two of said pwubli- 
cation on March 9, 1921, over the average retail selling 
price in 1914 for the same specifications of lumber? 

“Third: Do the prices specified in tables Nos. 1,2, and3 
of Exhibit ‘A’ for the various classes of lumber there- 
in specified give the correct prices of said various grades 
of lumber for 1914 and March 9, 1921, and do these prices 
in each case refer to the same kind and grade of lumber, 
‘and do said prices include like deliveries in each case? 

“It is further stipulated and agreed that the settlement 
of the controversy shall be determined by a public hear- 
ing before a Board of three arbitrators consisting of 
Judge Jesse Holdom, Mr. J. R. Noel, President of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, and Mr. Henry K. 
Holsman, President of the Illinois Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architests, and 

“It is further stipulated and agreed that said abitrators 
shall take testimony therein for both sides and hear 
the arguments of counsel and determine the issues in 
this controversy, and that their findings shall be final 
and bind‘ng upon both said Lumbermen’s Association 
of Chicago and the said Illinois Society of Architects. 

“It is further stipulated and agreed that if the said 
Board of Arbitrators find the affirmative in the first 
three propositions above set forth, entitled First, Second, 
and Third, and also find that all of the statements and 
figures set forth in Exhibit ‘A’ are correct, then and in 
that case said arbitrators are given the power to award 
the reward of One Thousand Dollars cash as set forth 
in Exhibit ‘C,’ in lieu of the Committee named in Ex- 
hibit ‘C,’ to any charity or other worthy cause, as in 
their judgment they maf determine. 

“It is further stipulated that if the said Board of Arbi- 

_trators shall find the negative in one or all of the three 
propositions above set forth, entitled First, Second, and 
Third, or shall find that all or any of the statements and 
figures set forth in Exhibit ‘A’ are not correct, then the- 
aa Board of Arbitrators shall make a finding to this 
effect. 

“It is further stipulated and agreed that the findings 
of the said Board of Arbitrators shall be made public. 


Believing that the article above referred to did the 
retail lumbermen of Chicagé a great injustice and desiring 
to place. before the public the actual facts as raised by that 
article, we submit that the stipulation above set: forth was 
entirely fair and raised every issue presented by the 
article published in the Monthly Bulletin of the Illinois 
Society of Architects and our affer of reward as published 
in the public press of March 2lst.. It was our hope that 
the Illinois Society of Architects would be qqually in- 
terested in furnishing the public with the facts as to the 
comparative cost of lumber on the dates referred to in said 
publication. It is certainly the most earnest desire of the 


Lumbermen’s Association of Chicago, embracing as it does 


more than two hundred members, that the actual facts 
relative to the retail prices of lumber of 1914 as against 
those of March 9th, 1921, should be made public by dis- 
interested arbitrators, and this course of procedure was 
strongly urged by the Lumbermen’s Association. | 
The public is vitally interested in knowing what it 
costs to build homes, and we are equally interested in 
seeing that they get the facts pertaining to the actual cost 
of lumber that goes into these homes. It will give us 
great pleasure to submit to the public the relative retail 
selling prices of lumber in 1914 and 1921. We can demon- 
strate by actual fMgures based on the retail selling prices 
of many of the Jumber companies doing business in Chi- 
cago, that the level of the retail prices of lumber on 
March &th, 1921° had: not increased as charged in the 
Bulletin of the Illinois Society of Architeets. For ex- 
ample, said article charges that the retail price of a certain 
bill of lumber for six two-story flat buildings, as quoted 
on March &th, 1921, was 150.4% higher than the cost of a 
similar bill of lumber in 1914, whereas, as a matter of, fact, 
the real increase in the retail selling prices in March, 1921, 
over the retail selling prices in 1914 of the lumber specified 
is 71.5%. ‘The Architects’ Bulletin of March, 1921, also 
states that 
“Ite will be noted that the average increase in the 
cost of masonry and concrete material over 1914 prices 
is 96%. This must be compared to the average increase 
in the cost of lumber of 126%.” 

* The level of retail prices of lumber in March, 1921, 
is not 126% higher than the level of retail prices in 1914. 
In fact, the retail selling price of the lumber specified for 
the three jabs, which the bulletin uses as its basis in arriv- . 
ing at an increase of 126%, averages but 6% higher than | 
in 1914. Among the principal factors which have entered 
into the increased price of lumber in 1921 over 1914 are 
freight, which has advanced 7° . in labor, which has ad- 
vanced over 135%, and the increase in all other costs of 
doing business today as compared with 1914. In a spirit 
of fairness, we appeal to the Ilhnois Society of Architects 
to make a thorough investigation as to the level of retail 
prices for lumber in Chicago as of March 8th, 1921, and 
compare such prices with the level of retail prices of 
lumber in 1914 and to make its findings public. These 
facts can be obtained from any reputable lumber dealer.

S it because of lost interest in the 
| meat, or because of lost art in cook- 

ing it, that mutton has fallen into 

@ comparatively obscure place in 
our menus? The part.of our country 
nearest mutton-loving old England has 
afways used m‘tton, and there it has 
been more common to hear people ask 
for mutton cutlets 
chops, but moving westward this meat 
seems to lose out more and more, al- 
though it seems to me it might easily 
be preferred to alfalfa fed beef, if cor- 
rectly cooked and handled.

Hindquarter of Mutton.

Cleanliness Most Essential. 

A first essential then is that we skin 
a piece of mutton—butchers do it, but 
some of them are not as thorough as 

they might be, and this slight task 
should be done at home. The exposed 
ends of bones may be scraped and then 
wiped with a cloth wrung out of warm 
water, if they cannot be taken out or 
cut off. With a heavy knife, though 
a cheap one, a board underneath the 
meat, and a hammer any housewife 
can do more of this sort of work than 
she imagines. She can then practice 
the economy of buying in larger quan- 
tities. Let ug repeat, every part of a 
piece of mutton must be fresh and 
clean before it is put to cook. 

A good déal of emphasis is placed 
on the fact, also, that all dishes on 
which hot mutton is served should be 

Mutton fat, when cool, is stiff, 
but a stripped loin chop need not have 
enough mutton fat on it, or in it, to 
stiffen, and if it is served on a piece 
of toast the fat soaks into the bread 
and gets eaten. It isa highly valuable 
food.

Mutton Tenderloin. 

It may occur to any one following 
out the suggestion given below, of buy-

der why mutton tenderloin is never 
_ stripped.. If stripped at home it would 

mot be wasteful, since al] the pieces 
around it might be used for stew. At 
any rate, we can strip the slice of it 
in a loin chop, particularly as that is, 
im many cases,.al! that is eaten of the 
chop aunhyway. Perhaps 
why mutton tenderloin is not stripped 
is because it is small, but on that @ 
score we would: not cook squab, quail, 
lamb’s tongues, kidney, etc. 


Broiled or Fried Mutton Tenderloin. 
‘Prepare a French dressing—or what 
is technicelly called a marinade—for 
seasoning stripped tenderloin mutton 
For four nice rosettes of the 
. Meat prepare the following: Rub a large~ 
deep plate with the cut end of a clove 
of garlic. Put in the plate a scant tea- 
spoon of sait, some paprika, or some 
freshiy ground biack pepper, two ta: 
blespoons of good oil, and a tablespoon 
of vinegar. Beat this until it is creamy, 
and slice a small onion into it. 

Lay the chops in the plate, turning 
them in the mixture frequently. or sev- 
eral times during an hour; then. drain, 
broil, or fry. For frying them melt a 

 iittle mutton fat in a frying pan, and 
when it is hot put in the chops. When 
the surface is well seared lower the 
flame, never allowing the fat to smoke. 
The time required depends upon the 
thickness of the cut. Thin cuts treated 
in this fashion are tender. If the fire 

. is sufficiently mild after the first sear- 
ing, a minute more or less does not 
matter, but with a hot fire a moment 
too much would dry them so as almost 
to spoil them.

Why Do We Dance? —A Dip Into the Psychology 
of the So-Called Light Fantastic 


By Ruth Miller. 


. BING not at all qualified to write 
upon this subject from the prac- 
tical standpoint is the reason, 
no doubt, that I am drawn irre- 

sistibly to do so. Like the venerable 
virgin who discourses with such prob- 
ity upon the responsibilities of mother- 
hood, I shall enter into some comment 
upon the why and wherefore, histor- 

ical, physiological, and psychological, of 
a human leaning toward the art of 
the so-called light fantastic toe. 

Dancing, which is the exaggeration 
of natural human movements, the nor- 
mal walk and gestures accentuated and 
quickened, has as its basis, we are told 
in a learned physiological treatise on 
the subject, the fundamental lew of 

~yhythm. Rhythm, which is accused of 
all manner of autocratic ways, such as 
regulating the stars, the rotation of 
the seasons, day and night, es well as 
producing the well known violet ray 
by 750,000 rhythmic oscillations per 
second, is also made responsible for the 
toddle and the tantalizing glide. 

‘The Russian ballet came aiong and 
ruined the chances of the balloon 
skirted dances of the high kick and the 
knobhbr salves. ‘They portrayed for 
us the primitive emotions, awe, fear, 
mat joy, and love. Theirs was @ 
mimetic art etherealized. They went 
back to the Alexandrians and the 
Greeks for ballets, and we had Aphro- 
dite and Flora’s Awakening with Anna 
Paviowa. They gave us an exotic sen- 

sualism in their profane dances, gro 
tesquery im those of war and conquest, 
and a fantastical reverence in those 
devoted to religious coremony of the 


Sacred pageants seem to be as old as 
the first devotional rites of man. What- 
ever god man has had throughout the 
ages, he has never been motionless in 
his worship. He has prostrated his 
body writhing with fear before this 
mighty being, has kneeled in humility, 
or moving as one in a stately proces- 
gion he has offered praise and thanks 
to his maker. 

Before the black bull Apis, symbol 
of creative productivity and fertility, 
the priests of Egypt in weird raiment 
performed a cadenced round. From 
these strange rites of a fanatical wor- 
ship, wherein one found the interplay 
of the sex instinct with mystic aspira- 
tions seeking expression in rhythmic 
movements of the body, was movenenes 
gradually the lascivious dance. An 
now we have regulations in our dance

from that ceremony before the black 
bull Apis, conducted by those ancient 
priests, are splashing upon the mod- 
ern dance floor.

Although we have many pictorial rec- 
ords of dances as practiced in the early 
Gays of the Grecian civilization—on 
mural friezes, in Tanagra statuettes, 
and especially on vases—the famous 
mysteries of one or two of them—for 
instance, the Eleusis, a religious cer?- 
monia! in honor of Céres which lasted 
nine days—have never been entirely re 
vealed. We are gravely assured, by 
an authority who,.“ Who's Who in 
America” states, is still in his thirties, 
but who we are convinced was a pilay- 
mats’ of the anctent- Greeks; that the 
festivities and dances held in honor of 
Bacchus into 


the Feast of Apolip, 
Oxen, the Feast of the were Tri- 
untph ,of Palias over ,Nept une, and 
cofintless othere were with 
dancing. Fivery family event; includ- 


ing funerals: every public function of 


a religious nature, was an occasion for 
an exhibition of the dance. 

There were dances which, according 
to Plato, had the character of the gen- 
tleness, gravity, and nobility suitable to 
the expression of the sentiments with 
which a mortal should be permeated 
when he invoked the gods. 

But there was one dance, the Endy- 
matia, eo called because of ita brilliant 
trappings, which was performed in. 
public and private and—we are told— 
“sometimes jost ite sacred character.” 


Funerals throughout ‘the ages have 
always been made festive with the. 
dance. In Greece, according to one 
récord, the body was carried to the 
pyre, preceded by a dancing priest, ac- 
companied by dancing relatives and 
friends, and mourned by hired walling 
women, who simulated grief and tears. 
We have fresher records of more re- 
cent times of mourners carousing at 
the wake. 

The Romans had their sacred dances 
as well as the Greeks. There was 4|- 
pestilence in the year 364, and during 
this period we find that the divine ora- 
cles approved and recommeded “a 
desperate abandonment to dancing.” 
One could never deny that they did 
everything they could to prevent the 
fall of the Roman empire and its gods. 
Ammianus Marcejlinus relates that 
back in those good old days when a 
famine was raging all foreign philos- 
ophers, orators, and teachers were or- 
dered to leave the city, while three 
thousand foreign dancing girls, were 
permitted to remain. 

And what would the Moslem and 
Hindu religions be without their pre- 
ponderance of dancing. Note this ex-

The average death rate among 
pilots was 0.415 per thousand hours, or 
one death for every 2,410 hours of fly- 
ing, while the average among passen- 
gers was 0.015 fatality per thousand 
passengers carried and .065 per thou- 
sand passenger hours.” This works out 
roughly as one death for every 67,000 
passengers and every 18,200 passenger 
hours or, taking the average cruising 
speed of commercial aircraft as 90 m. 
p. h., as one fatality for 1,640,000 pas- 
senger miles. During the year 1917, 
the passenger death rate for railroad 
travel in the United States, was one for 
every 3,220,000 passengers carried, 4 
danger ratio of 48:1. Injsome years 
American railroads have shown them- 
selves less than 20 times as safe as has 
the airplane in this, its first year of 
commercial use 

Prof. Warner also brought out the in- 
teresting fact that no European coun- 
try operates its own mail planes, as 
has been the practice here.

In conclusion, Prof. Warner described 
the International Air convention and 
also went into the question of aircraft 
insurance.

“If Canada thistle, quack grass, 
clover dodder, field dodder, wild mus 
tard, or wild carrot, either singly or 
collectively, is present in the above 
mentioned seed in greater number than 
the proportion of 1 to 1,000, it would 
be unsalable for seeding purposes 
within the state. If buckhorn, field 
sorrel, curled dock, ox-eye daisy, or 
corn cockle, either singly or collective- 
ly, is present in a greater proportion 
than 1 to 500 of these farm seeds, it 
would be unsalable for seeding pur. 
poses.” 


Laboratory Maintained by State. 


Every farmer should familiarize him- 
self with the seed law which is given 
in builetin No. 273 issued by the de- 
partment of agriculture at Springfield. 
If seed is not properly labeled a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $100 
is imposed. 

The laboratory at Springfield is main- 
tained by the state, so that any farmer 
or seed dealer may have five samples 
analyzed free each year. If more 
than five samples are sent in, a charge 
of 50 cents or $1 is made, depending 
on the sample to be analyzed, the 
chaffy grasses costing the higher price.

found to be unsalable for seeding pur 
poses. Some of these were recieaned 
and made salable. Since that time 
approximately 6,000 samples have been 
analyzed with 665 of them reported 
unsalable. Much of the seed repre- 
sented by these samples is sold to 
dealers, who have facilities for proper 
cleaning; tnerefore by having the seed 
law a much better quality of seed is 
being used for planting, explained the 
chief analyst. 
Farmers Like the Law. 


“Many farmers have written to me 
expressing their appreciation of the 
law,” Mr. Wilson~ said, “ because it 
has given them information regarding 
seed which they were unable to obtain 
before. When some of them get the 
reports on their samples and find that 
they contain a high percentage of 
weed seed they write and tell me that 


they intend to dispose of their seed and 


buy a better grade to sow on their 
farms. This is surely worth while 
and the time is coming when the pro- 
ducer of low grade seed will not find 
a market for it.” 

There are some who do not fully ap- 
preciate the value of sowing good seed. 
An example of this is shown in the re- 
port of one farmer who said he in- 
tended to sow seed that 
stamped “unsalable” when it was re- 
turned to him from the laboratory. It 
contained buckhorn seed at the rate of 
1,080 to the ounce. If the seed were 
sown at the rate of ten pounds to the 
acre there would be four puckhorn 


seeds on each square foot, according |:

Every one of the 
buckhorn plants is capable of produc- 
ing 117,000 seeds a year, which means 
that if each seed sown produces 2 
plant the resulting crop of buckhorn 
would be so great that the seed crop 
would be unsalable.

Particularly is this true of the most 
remarkable biend of yellows and pur- 
ples that we have been privileged. to 
gee outside of a painter's palette.

While the architectural exhibition te 
drawing to a close, it is not yet too 
Jate to make one more plea in behalf 
of the preservation of the old Field 
museum in Jackson park, photo- 
graphs of which are shown in a gal- 
lery in the east wing of the institute.

But what is far more important 
is the fact that standing as it doea, 
with the background ef greenery of 
Jackson park and Lake Michigan, the 
museum would, for years to come, 
awaken and develop a love of beauty, 
of proportion, of lines, and of details 
of great architecture, in the hearts of 
thousands and thousands of Chicago's 
children,

tke Rented Pew 


By Rev. Gardner MacW horter. 


HE custom of renting pews in the 
churches has been dying out dur- 


ing the last decade, and especial- 
ly since the days of a fresh em- 


phasis upon the democracy of worship 


following upon the lessons learned 
from the great war. Of any inconsist- 
encies of modern religion, a price upon 
the seats in God’s house has seemed 
to be the test, and so the follow- 
ing report the Free and Open 
Church association of the Episcopal 
church is symptomatic of the changing 
sentiment in regard to the rental o. 
pews and sittings in all the churches. 

“A church, meaning thereby not 
only the sacred puilding but all the 
instrumentalities of religion, exists in 
community for the benefit of. that 
community, and is, in one sense, the 
property of all. On this theory the 
state exempts churches from the bur- 
den of taxation. What is for the pub- 
lic good and the public use may legit- 
imately be supported, indirectly, by the 
public. Every citizen has a right to 
the services of the church, even though 
he be unable or unwilling to support 
it: for it does not exist for the smail 
company of believers, but for all those 
whom Christ came to save. 


“The church, “like the gospel it sets 
forth, is the free gift of God to men, 
and all have an equa] claim on her 
ministrations and means of grace. 
These principles are so obviously true 
that no one will contradict them in 
words, but they are sadly belied by 
the practice of pew-+renting churches. 
The pew-renting system is an anomaly 
—something which was never known 
fn the church from the time that the 
first tabernacle was erected up to the 
sixteenth century of the Christian era, 
and it has no sanction either from na- 
ture, op Scripture, or primitive an- 
tiquity. 

“The church is the house of God, 
dedicated to his worship, set apart for 
the celebration of his sacraments, and 
for the gathering of his people in holy 
convocation. As God’s house no man 
has the right to call any part of it 
his; to say that because he has paid 
a given sum of money he shall have 
the privilege of claiming a § certain 


number of square feet for his own ex- 


Glusive use. This right the pew-rent- 
ing system confers, and the pew owner 
may call in the civil law to protect him 
in his right is interfered with.

“The practice of opening churches 
for private devotions is coming to be 
more and more universal. It is hard 
to understand how church people can 
be satisfied never to enter God's house 
except on Sundays. If the services 
of the sanctuary bring peace and com- 
fort it is strange that the courts of 
God’s house should remain untrodden 
by so many from Sunday to Sunday. 


“Tt often happens that in large fam- 
ilies and crowded households a quiet 
moment and secluded spot cannot be 
found, and to such as these the open 
church will prove a blessing. It seems 
all wrong that the house of God, the 
religious home of the péople, should be 


kept closed from Sunday to Sunday — 


with the exception of an occasional 
service. Where provision cannot be
